If the am- 
biguity is kept up much longer on his part, 
the probability is that Hoffman will be made 
Clerk of the House. The office is not only a fat 
but an important one, and the Republicans are 
determined that its influence and patronage 
shall not be wielded against them in the great 
Presidential struggle, if they can help it.

Allow me to express an opinion in your col- 
omnes that may be useful, and will be if anybody. 
ia Chicago will give it practical application. 
The fatal defect in the financial policy of this 
country, and which is carried to the extremest 
degree in the West, is the cheapening of money 
by converting debt into currency, and cresting 
fictitious dollars, by which land, labor and com- 
modities are made dear and unsaleable, while 
money becomes the cheapest and therefore the 
most saleable commodity you possess. Through- 
out the country we increase dollars by creating 
convertible “ promises to pay,” which are used 
as equivalent to dollars of gold and silver, by 
which gold and silver are depreciated in value 
precisely as much as if the metals themselves 
were newly created and added to the currency 
in coined dollars; but the real dollars having 
never been created, are nowhere. The respon- 
sibility of fluding and furnishing this imaginary 
thing, the dollar that never existed, is tl rown 
upon the bank debtor who never received it. 
He received but a bank promise to pay against 
an opposite promise to pay, and when a third 
party gets possession of these promises and 
demands real dollars, where are they to be 
found when they were never created? Noth- 
ing but dollars will pay this debt. Wheat, corn, 
land and evesything the debtor possesses may 
be sacrificed to procure the dollars, and yet be 
insufficient to satisfy the demand. 
This is the inevitable result of our vicibus 
curreney system which creates debt in dollars 
that cannot be paid. Ninety-five men cut of a 
hundred who enter into business in this coun- 
try fail,on the average, during life, or die in 
poverty, because the dollars they promise to 


We make money cheap and commodities dear 
by the same operation. More dollars cheaper 
dollars, precisely as more apples cheapen ap- 
ples; and as cheap apples flow to a dearer mar- 
ket, so do cheap dollars flow continually to 
where they are worth the most—that is, where 
the fewest dollars will buy the most property; 
and when they are gone, the debtors who owe 
them must bring them back at any sacrifice of 
their property, or fail, Cheap money and high 
prices, that is, dear commodities, are synomy- 
mous terms; thus we part with our money by 
substituting a debt-currency in its piace, run in

Money, or that which passes for money, pos- 
sesses a royalty in public estimation, and the 
debt of the banks in notes and inscribed credits 
which, over and above the coin in their coffers, 
is no more money than any individual debt, 
commands the prime securities in the market. 
The banks that create the bankruptcy escape it 
themselves by grasping all the 
and by throwing the responsibility 
real dollars upon their debtors, ihe banks get 
paid, and the loss by the bad debts they create 
fall upon individual creditors, who generally are 
debtors as well as creditors, and are thereby 


Let us illustrate this process of organizing 
debt into currency, equivalent in use to money. 
Suppose A has purchased a stock of goods 
amounting to $105,000, and given his notes for 
the same. Obviously there is only $105,000 of 
capital or property in this operation; for A’s 
Now, A’s ereditors get his notes discounted in 
bank, and have, say, $100,000 passed to their 
credit as money deposited, when such money 
never existed. Ne matter whether they r- 
ceive bank notes for the proceeds of their dis- 
count, or have the same at their c edit subject 
to their check at sight; in either form it is bank 
debt in excess of all the money and property in 
existence, having all the purchasing power of 
gold and silver in the market. What the« 
the $100,000 of currency that we e=# ~ money 
thus created? 1 ts pure action, and nothing 
ples. Now A gelle ese goods and obtains the 
notes of his debtor which he gets discounted 
also, and thus creates another $100,000 of bank 
currency, equal to gold and silver in its pur- 
chasing power, and the operation may be many 
times repeated, but it is all moonshine. No 
value, no property, for, this amount of $200,000 
or more was ever created, and of course the 
debt for this amount can never be paid. But 
worse than this, as every dollar of money circu- 
lates without debt, ten dollars of property on 
the average, so every dollar of debt in the 
currency, as it depeuds for its creation and con- 
tinued existence upon a co-existing counter 
debt, circulates ten dollars of property in debt 
without money. It follows that every dollar of 
debt formed by the banks into currency is the 
seed of ten dollars of debt in the community, 
and the cause of the expulsion of the money 
that would prevent the debt. 

This is the whole difficulty with the business 
of this country, and is at present the crying 
evil in the West. While the fiction can be 
maintained it serves as the medium of exchange 
in the place of money, but it does not pay debt ; 
it merely transfers it. If A pays B a bank note 
the bank owes B what A owed him before the 
debt is not paid, and there is no relief of the 
public embarrass ment in this transaction ; for 
the bank must obtain the money from some of 
its debtors beforeit can pay the note itself; then 
if refuses to renew the loan it annihilates so 
much currency and leaves ten times as many 
dollars depending upon it in the debt of the 
community that cannot be paid: the debt must 
be discharged in bankruptcy. If A pays Ba

Not a fraction of the fictitious currency can 
be permanently maintained in excess of the 
specie that would circulate without it; because 
it merely creates false prices over and above all 
true value, until it checks exports, attracts im- 
ports of merchandize, and expels gold and sil- 
ver, the sum of which is lost in the advanced 
price paid for imports.
